With California's livtah spring 
display of blossoms adding to the 
pleasure «r motor trips at thli 
HenRon, the Automobile Club o 
Southern California draws atten­ 
tion to the above plea of the 
California conservation co-opera­ 
tion committee.

For the purpose of creating I 
strong public opinion for protec 
tlon of the state's natural re­ 
sources In flowers, plants, trees 
and wild life, the committee spon­ 
sored the recently observed Cali­ 
fornia Conservation Week. The 
aim was to promote unified action 
by schools, civic leaders, officials, 
and individuals to arouse Interest 
In the protection of roadslHe 
beauty and the preservation of 
natural landscape values.

One feature of the conservation 
effort was to bring particularly to 
the attention of the motoring pub­ 
lic the fact that it Is unlawful 
to cut, destroy, or remove any 
native tree, shrub, fern, herb, bulb, 
cactus or flower on state or 
county highway rights of way. 
The law also prohibits cutting or 
removing such growths for com­ 
mercial purposes from any public 
or private lu»d, except, in the 
latter' casc^ with written consent 
of the owner.

The penalty provided by law for 
the . offense is a fine of , not more 
than J200, or imprisonment for a 
maximum of six months, or both 
fine and Imprisonment.
